The long awaited revision of The Lifestyle Statement was finally established. 
The change brought on a new tide, new rules, and a new way of thinking. The 
Declaration of Christian Community was adopted as our new set of guidelines 
.ferjivmg, based on unity the campus shares in our commitment to our 
^'Lvgg’ relationship with Jesus Christ and obedience to God’s Word. 

V %s die student body continued to grow so did the college’s need to 
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A new PE class was added to the roster this year 
called Women’s self-defense. The class is taught by 
Doctor Don Johnson, and it has proven to be a class 
that women want to take. 

Dr. Johnson believes that women should know how 
to defend themselves against attackers and pursued 
the idea until it became a reality. 

Johnson says, “I approached Dr. Kris Smith of 
the Physical Education Department as well as Dr. 
Barbara Lindman, Associate Provost about offering 
the course. They both considered the course to be 
important and something NWC should offer.” 

The women who have taken this 
class seem to prove that this is 
true. Johnson says, “Feedback 
horn students indicates an 
increased awareness of risks, 
knowledge of risk reduction 
strategies, and responses to an 
assault, if it were to occur. lam 
confident that all of the students 
learn something they did not 
know prior to the course as well 
as experience an increase in 
confidence that they have the 
tools to respond if necessary.” 

Dr. Johnson first started studying martial arts at the 
age of 18 while he was in the army He is a certified 
R.A.D. (Rape Aggression Defense) and has black 
belts in karate and kung fit and is continuing his 
study of martial arts at a new school. 

Johnson was motivated to start the Women’s self- 
defense class on campus because of a deep concern 
he feels for women’s safety, especially the women 
who are students at NWC. 

He says, “I consider my work on campus to be my 
ministry. Students at Northwestern College are my 
primary concern. I have worked with numerous 
students who have been sexually assaulted in their past. 
Much of my work on campus and while in private 


practice has been in the area of correction- 
treatment after the fact. By offering self defense, I 
am able to focus on prevention.” 

Johnson’s interest in helping women learn to defend 
themselves stemmed not only from interaction with 
students who have been assaulted in the past but 
also from the Media. 

“I am deeply moved and concerned about violence 
against women and children, particularly sexual 
assault As I hear stories on the news about the 
latest victims, 1 always think that as a society we 
have failed those who cannot defend or protect 
themselves. 

If women and children learn 
self defense, they may have a 
better opportunity to possibly 
avoid or limit their risk of 
assault. I believe that prevention 
against sexual assault and 
abduction should be taught early 
in the schools and continue 
through high school,” shares 
Johnson. 

In his class Johnson stresses the 
importance of being aware of 
potential dangers around you and 
how to avoid or reduce risk of abduction and 
assault. He says, "Most women’s self defense 
courses emphasize the importance of knowing 
risks and how to avoid them. The same is true of 
mine. As a certified RAD instructor, I seek to increase 
knowledge about risk awareness and reduction. It is 
important that women learn to plan ahead to avoid 
possible situations involving greater risk. They also 
need to tecogaize that there is danger and they are 
vulnerable. We do not create a culture of 
fear; however, we are realistic about the 
potential dangers. As I tell my 
students, when it comes to sexual assault 
and abduction, there are no “do-over*s’

^ ® official, the Northwestern College Center for Distance Education 
has once again come home with the prestigious Course of the YeaR 
_ Award sponsored by Christianity Today, International at the Associa¬ 
tion of Christian Distance Education (ACCESS) Conference. This year, the 
award was received for HIS3115 Old Testament Archaeology written by 
Dr. Charles Aling and Dr. Clyde Billington. 


ACCESS is an organization of Christian higher education institutions that offer courses 
and programs through distance education. Member institutions of ACCESS are invited 
to submit courses for peer scrutiny and assessment according to industry-standard cri 
teria. Each year, the CDE submits a course that has been developed or greatly revised, 
as a way to measure course quality and to see how we compare to courses submit¬ 
ted by other colleges and universities. There are two contest categories: Independent 
Study and Online Delivery. Michael Wilder, Assistant Director for Instructional Design, 

says, "It's a great way to have other 
instructional designers evaluate your 
course. They provide you with written 
feedback on ways to improve, as well 
as ways the course excels."

This spring break tho Honors Biology 
class traveled to Belize in Central America 
to study in the coral reel and tropical 
rainforest. The group of 13 students began 
their semester long study by reading journal 
articles, listening to lectures taught by Dr. 
Lisanne Winslow anti Dr. Jotry Beilby. and 
interacting in class discussions. For the lab 
portion of the course, (ha class traveled to 
Belize to study the tropical rainforests and 
coral reefs hands on. 

First, the group stayed on a smell man¬ 
grove island called Wee Wee Caye Marine 
Station, where they studied the coral reefs 
and its inhabitants. Snorkelmg was a daily 
activity, and the class observed many amaz¬ 
ing creatures such as a sling ray. nurse 
shark, reef squid, and every color of fish! 
The students learned about the importance 
ol the coral reels and how each pan of 
the coral reef ecosystem works together 
as a whole. 

For the Second part of their trip, (he class 
stayed at Possum Point Biological Station 
to study in the tropical rainforest. The 
group traveled by boat up and down the 
Si I tee .River and learned about the different 
trees, plants, and animals along the river. 
They also went on hikes thiough rhe 
rainforest to learn about the plants and 


animals that live under the canopy On one 
trek, the team hiked several miles through 
the ram fores; in the 00 degree heat, but 
(hey were well-rewarded when I hey reached 
a refresh mg waterfall, Pari ol the group 
also continued hiking up to Ben's Bluff, at 
the top. they enjoyed art incredible view 
I rum which they could sec the second 
highest peak in Belize. 

Ibis trip was both an unfet gel table and an 
eye-opening experience lor the students. 
Learning about the tropical rainforests and 
coral reels op close helped item to really 
ursdnrsLind how both ol these ecosystems 
luniion. The group also gamed a greater 
ur. tefsiandmg ol the factors which me 
d imaging both ecosystems and how tins 
instruction has significant implications for 
all a I humankind.

For a Christian, the performing arts include 
expressions of music, theatre, dance, and 
visual arts - all of which are creative gifts 
given by God Himself. It is our responsibil¬ 
ity to give hack to Him artistic gifts which 
represent the highest and most excellent 
quality of which we arc humanly capable. 
That includes art which is sacred and also 
that which is secular in nature, provided 
the topic is not sinful in any way. That is 
our quest, so that in everything we do, God 
Himself would he glorified by His good gifts. 
That is how we find the deepest and most 
profound meaning in eur role as artists who 
are Christian; we who are made rn the Im¬ 
age of the Creator are re-creators who sing, 
play instruments, act, dance and create 
works of art for His glory and in His name. 

This is an act of spiritual worship. 

"I wish to see all arts, principally music, 
in the service of Him who gave and cre¬ 
ated them. Music is a fair and glorious gift 
of God. I would not for the world forego 
my humble share of music....Music makes 
people kinder, gentler, more staid, and rea¬ 
sonable. I am strongly persuaded that after 
theology, there is no art that can be placed 
on a level with music; for besides theology, 
music is tho only one capable of affording 
peace and joy of the heart...the devil flees 
before the sound of music almost as much 
as before the Word of God/ 1 
[Martin Luther - foreword to the Wittenberg 
Songbook, 1524] 


I believe that there are several reasons why 
the performing arts are able to have a great 
impact on people and society as a whole. 
The first is that the arts touch people's 
souls* (In this area we must include the 
other arts, i.e., literature and the visual 
arts.) Through the performing arts we can 
speak to people's souls through the unique 
language 1 of words, dance, and/or music. It 
has become a regular occurrence that people 
attending a concert by one of our ensembles 
will come up afterwards and express how 
the performance was somehow 'different/ 
that somehow what had been played or sung 
spoke to them in a way that was not normal. 
That can only he attributed to the actions 
of the Holy Spirit, invited by the performers 
to speak to the members of the audience 
through their performance. This is what 
makes performances by our music ensembles 
and theater students different. 

I Cor. 10:31 is very familiar to us, but even 
though a well-known verse, It carries a huge 
responsibility for those of us who seek to 
honor God in everything we do. Paul writes; 
“So whatever you eat or drink or whatever 
you do, do it all for the glory of God." This 
is really the summary statement for how wor¬ 
ship and tho performing arts intersect. Per¬ 
forming is worship. The pure act of worship 
is something to which I am looking forward 
to when we all gather at His feet in the New 
Jerusalem, singing with the angels, ' Worthy 
is the Lamb, who was slain."

Performiiifl Arts can fall into three basic 
categories: Drama, Dance, and Music, 
Within these three diverse, yet compli¬ 
mentary mediums deals the creation of art 
in real time. Art performance is created 
through an act of human expression by use 
of the human voice through spoken word, 
voice, and human movement. As Christians 
view God as thB all inclusive Creator of ev¬ 
erything seen and unseen, then we also 
should view God as the creator of Perform¬ 
ing Arts. Ultimately, we as Christian art* 
ists believe that the Performing Arts exist 
to proclaim God's great glory and majesty, 
through human endeavor. 

As I believe that all art, including the Per¬ 
forming Arts, was created to proclaim and 
reflect God's great glory, then I believe that 
it is my responsibility as a 'God believer' to 
strive for the achievement of God's highest 
expectation of excellence in my art form. 

I believe that God is most glorified in my at¬ 
tempts to pursue and create excellence in the 
practice , preparation, skill acquisition and 
performance, not accepting mediocrity as an 
excuse for my inability to understand the im¬ 
portance of God's high calling in all that we 
attempt to do to glorify His holy name. 


Theatre differs from the musical arts in the 
way that performing is storytelling. Christ 
shared his teaching through stories and in a 
similar way, theatre tries to convey mes¬ 
sages through the dramatic and the retelling. 
That is what makes us unique in acting: the 
opportunity to tell important stories to bring 
God glory and to share things about oth¬ 
ers in God's kingdom. We further the way 
people can see other aspects of humanity 
such as the human family and people unlike 
ourselves. 

Performing is essential to the theatre arts. 
Without an audience of not only God but oth¬ 
er people, we would not be able to give tbe 
message that we are holding in our pieces of 
text. Our audience is valuable in the ways 
they give affirmation, shape our work, let us 
know if the job was done right, and show us 
encouragement through laughter and spirit. 
Worship is found in the arts. There is no 
distinction between direct and indirect wor¬ 
ship; everything is an act of worship. It is 
not sacred versus secular - it is simply living 
a sacred life for the glory of our Creator, 
Performing for an audience of one happens 
everyday but performing for an audience in 
order to share the One is the most valuable 
part of the theatre experience. 


like anything else that a human being can 
do, a performing art can (and should) be 
offered as worship. "And whatever you do 
in word or deed, du it all in the name of the 
lord Jesus, giving thanks to God the Father 
though Him." (COL 3:17). The performing 
arts are no more or less an offering than 
praying, reading or meditating on Scripture 
on one hand, or cleaning toilets and collect¬ 
ing trash on another. If I am to do ALL to 
the glory of God, then demands are made on 
my attitude, my diligence and my faithfulness 
to the task to which God has called me. We 
are "in view of God's mercy, to offer [our] 
bodies as living sacrifices, holy and pleasing 
to God - this is your spiritual act of wor¬ 
ship" (ROM 12:1). I like the line from "The 
Little Drummer Boy" that goes, "I played my 
best for Him... Then He smiled at me." Like 
Eric Ltddle said of himself, "God made me 
fast, and when I run I feel His pleasure." 
Since form follows function, and God was 
the end of all things, what believers created 
was unparalleled outside the church and 
secular forms imitated those of the church. 
For example, Heinrich Biber (17th e.} in his 
"Salzburg Mass" portrays the majesty and 
grandeur of God with polychoral forces in 
S3 parts of instruments and voices. Hector 
Berlioz (19th c.) in his "Requiem" called for 
24 timpani to represent the terrifying judg¬ 
ment awaiting non-believers when the last 
trumpet sounds.

The Island Chapel construction was 
supported by Heiress Wilhelmina 
Coolbaugh. The Chapel's architectual 
plans were developed by Maginnis and 
Walsh in 1925. After Miss Coolbaugh 
approved of the design, she requested 
that she be buried beneath the chapel. 
Archbishop Dowling approved of her 
wish and had architects Maginnis and 
Walsh design a tomb, which was to be 
placed in to the marble floor in the cen¬ 
ter of the chapel. 
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The Bernsten Library is named in honor 
of former Northwestern College president 
and Chancellor, Dr. William B. Bernsten and 
became open for student and facuty use in 
January 1993.

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Dance Ministry Team 


'Every person has their own story and every person 
has a past that la hard to voice end hard to explain, 
but there la power In sharing and there Is power In 
their testimony"," says Katie Irvin, one of the co-lead¬ 
ers for the Northwestern dance team. 

"Wo are officially known as the Dance Minis¬ 
try Team this year, we call ourselves the DMT. We 
have progressed a lot throughout the years. For¬ 
merly we were known as the spirit team. Then we 
were known as a Hebrew term that no one could 
pronounce or remember. Last year It was a big 
change to move from more of a cheer leading g rou p 
to worshiping God. This year, the lord called In one 
of the other leaders (Anna Lamusga) and I to lead 
the group and we preyed a lot before It even started 
and God made It his group. He basically chose ev¬ 
eryone on the team.” 

The DMTs mission statement says, 'North- 
western's Dance Ministry learn desires to glorify 
God through dancing. We long to grow closer to 
God by worshiping Him and by ministering to oth¬ 
ers In our community about God's Jay, peace, and 
salvation.' 

This Is happening In a way that the leaders 
of the DMT didn't expect. Irvin says, 'Anna and I 
thought dance was going to be primary and God or 
blble study was going to be secondary. God said 
that It's going to be the other way around.' 

God Is working In and through the dance 
team. Irvin says, 'God Is bonding us together as 
a team of sisters In Christ. It's really cool because 
we had the girls sign up for a date to share their 
testimony with everyone and through that God has 
moved so mightily and powerfully. God has taught 
us so much as a group, not only about that person 
but about himself and his character and how he 
Is faithful In people's lives. After someone shares, 
well gather around that person arid lay hands on 
them and pray for them. God has bonded us more. 
Sometimes well break up Into small groups and 
pray with each other.' 


The DMT le actively ministering to the Chris¬ 
tian community but Is passionate about reaching 
the secular community too. Irvin describes It this 
way, *We go to churches during the service and 
dance for woman's blble studies and worship ser¬ 
vices. This year we're doing a dance that's a drama. 
It's good to minister to the Christian world, but God 
has called ua out to be a witness to him. We want 
to use our ability to witness to not only the Christian 
world, but the secular environment too,' 

The DMT changed a lot logtadcally this year 
and Irvin was careful to stress that It wee God work¬ 
ing with and through them that caused the change. 
'In previous years It has been a group of 12 girls. 
This year, God really spoke to our hearts to open It 
up to whoever wants to join, not limiting It to dano- 
Ing ability. If there la a girl who can't dance well, 
but has a heart for God or If there le a girl who can 
dance, we're going to choose the one who has a 
heart for God.' 

'We wanted God to reveal himself to who 
he wanted. We focused on God and wanted him 
to pick the girls and the team. We ended up with 
a large group of 21 girls. We have all grown In the 
Lord this year. We didn't want to limit God by what 
we had In mind.' 

According to Irvin, there are some nights that 
the team spends so much time In blble study and 
praise that they don't even dance and other nights 
where they focus primarily on dance. No matter the 
night they do everything for God. 

Irvin says, 'Our primary focus Is not perfor¬ 
mance. We don't like that word. It's all for God's 
glory and his kingdom snd when we're dancing, 
even when we're on a stage end It looks like we're 
performing. It's all for an audience of one. If we 
mess up or forget a move It doesn't matter because 
we're not doing It for man, we're doing It for God 
and he knows our hearts. It's all for an audience of 
one whether one person le watching or 500."

“I really enjoyed being able to 
ive out my faith and felt like 1 was really 
oucliing people, giving them an example to 
ive by. I went on spring break trips that were 
octLsed on good will, like I labitat lor I Inmanity. It was 
i good way to be able to talk about Jesus. It really started 
icing dilf iciill because I wanted to go into ministry 
It rough marketing. The prolessors were not willing to 
telp me do that. I lell I was missing something by not 
laving that education," Miller said. 

It was during this time that Miller heard about NWC 
while listening to life to>.s ftn. She got online to check it 
mi and the nest tiling she knew she was transferring to 
''Ion It western. 

Hie transition was hard, people assumed she was a 
Iri shman, she had a hard time making friends, and her 
grandma was sick so her family wasn't able to make any 



of her games. When her grandma died she was isolated 
from her family and didn’t have any close friends. She 
ended the soccer season by tearing her ACL and her 
meniscus in her knee. 

She describes that as the hardest part of her year. “1 felt 
like I was more mad with God that the transition was so 
difficult once l got up here. 1 still loved him and wanted 
to serve God. But I was so mad and bitter about it being 
so difficult to find just one friend." 

Miller wasn’t completely alone; the soccer team reached 
out and supported her to the point where she felt they 
had become family. 

This year Miller is the team captain and shares how 
she lias grown from it. ”1 would say that being captain 
this year changed my outlook on making a difference 
for the younger girls and raking advantage of the NWC 
environment. We are having bible studies and not having 
to worry about offending anyone because they have a 
different religion. We serve the same God. I really saw 
that this year with girls who had different injuries and our 
team came along side them and prayed for t hem. They 
were making everyone (eel like they were part of the 
family. I laving a leadership role this year gave me 
new energy to focusing on Christ as the center 
of the team and the center of my life.” 

At lidgewood. Miller ministered to the girls 
on the team by not doing anything. “I 
ministered through how I presented myself 
on the soccer team. It was really hard 
because there were people who drank, 
smoked, and came to practices high. I didn't do 
any of that.” 

It s encouraging to know that where Christ is the locus, 
things are different. 1'his difference is emphasized when 
Miller describes the ministry of the NWC soccer team by 
what they do. “Our coach and assistant coach from both 
years (that I’ve been here| have really touched my life. 

I lie wisdom that they’ve passed down to us. their passion 
for the sport how ilieir goal is to have us play soccer to 
glorify God through that.”
